come  as  mild  as  a bread  pill  and  as 
easy  to  manage  as  possible.

A Ilposier  at  a dinner  on  a Mississ- 
ippi palatial  steamer  was  about  to 
reach  out  for  something  before  liim, 
but  the  waiter,  checking  liim  exclaim- 
is  a dessert.”  "Oh,”

and  in  this  case  but  a few  days  inter- 
vened between  tlie  murder  aud  its  ex- 
piation. 

When  the  deatli  sentence  is  passed 
upon  a criminal,  the  Juzgado,  or  court 
of  justice,  proceed  to  the  prison,  and, 
calling  the  criminal  out  of  his  cell,  the 
udge  reads  the  sentence  to  him.  After 
doing  so  lie  generally  makeshiinan  ad- 
dress, exhorting  him  to  prepare  for  tlie 
awful  change  that  is  coming  upon  him. 

Tlie  prisoner  is  then  taken  in  irons  to 
tlie  chapel,  where  he  remains 
until  he  goes  out  to  his  execu 
tion.  There  is  a bed  in  the  chapel 
where  he  can  rest,  and  a priest  is  al- 
ways witli  him.  During  the  period  he 
Is  here  no  reasonable  request  is  denied 
him,  and  everything  that  can  contri- 
bute to  his  comfort  is  readily  furnished. 

On  the  day  of  the  execution  of  the 
subject  of  this  sketeh  about  5,000 
troops  were  paraded  outside  the  prison 
walls,  while  almost  as  many  people 
of  the  city  and  surrounding  country 
were  also  on  the  ground.  Suddenly 
there  came  a chorus  of  voices  from  the 
building,  singing  in  unison  a funeral 
dirge.  It  was  tlie  farewell  of  the 
doomed  man’s  fellow  prisoners — a cere- 
mony never  omitted  by  them.  Tlie 
sun  was  gleaming  brightly  over  tlie 
still,  smooth  water,  the  dark  green 
foliage  scarcely  stirring  in  the  gentle 
breeze,  and  amid  all  the  quietness  aud 
beauty  of  nature  this  wail  awoke  in 
the  heart  thoughts  so  sad  as  never  to 
be  forgotten  to  one’s  dying  day. 

All  at  once  the  prison  doors  were 
flung  wide  open,  and  the  criminal,  a 
man  cf  small  stature,  came  fortli  with 
a priest  and  soldier  on  either  side,  the 
former  holding  in  his  hands  a eruci 
lix,  while  he  occasionally  leaned  down 
and  encouraged  tlie  doomed  man.  Iin 
mediately  following  came  the  verd ugo, 
executioner,  wearing  a dark  dress, liav 
ing  upon  each  of  its  sleeves  an  em 
broidered  ladder,  the  insignia  of  his 
office.  Two  drummers  followed  beat- 
ing the  funeral  march.  It  being  a 
Spanish  custom  on  such  occasions  to 
loosen  the  drum  snares,  the  peculiar 
rattle  they  produced  was  far  less  agree- 
able than  tlie  muffled  drum  we  are  ac- 
customed to  hear. 

The  garrote  was  erected  near  and  di- 
rectly nortli  of  the  prison  walls,  at  a 
place  called  La  Punta,  “the  Point.” 

It  was  with  difficulty  the  poor  wretch 
could  walk  to  the  spot,  and  he  seemed 
frequently  on  the  point  of  sinking  to 
the  earth.  The  instrument  of  death 
stood  upon  a wooden  platform  and  was 
composed  of  an  upright  piece  o‘f  scant- 
ling witli  tlie  iron  collar  and  lever  at- 
tached, while  below  was  a rude  seat. 

Arriving  at  the  foot  of  tho  platform 
the  death  sentence  was  again  read,  and 
the  Alguacil  de  Cortc— corresponding 
to  our  Sheriff— asked  the  prisoner  if  he 
had  anything  to  say  to  tlie  people.  He 
merely  shook  his  head,  by  way  of  re- 
ply, and  was  at  once  seated,  his  legs 
tied  and  his  arms  pinioned,  witli  the 
hands  crossed  on  his  bieast  and  the 
collar  fixed  about  his  neck.  At  this 
point  of  the  proceedings  the  verdugo 
pulled  from  his  person  a long,  bright 
knife,  which  lie  handed  to  tlie  police 
who  were  present.  Then  a long  black 
cap  was  drawn  over  tbs  prisoner’s  faoe, 
and  the  priests  began  to  recite  the 
Credo.  When  they  came  to  the  words 
“His  only  Son,”  the  verdugo , by  a 
swift  and  dextrous  turn  of  the  lever, 
launched  the  soul  of  the  poor  wretch 
into  eternity.  There  was  but  a mo- 
mentary quiver  of  the  limbs  and  a 
straightening  of  the  form,  then  all  was 
still,  for  the  man  was  stone  dead.  The 
mode  of  punishment  is  far  more  merci- 
ful then  the  hideous  and  bungling  per- 
formances frequently  gone  through 
with  our  gibbts. 

The  troops  then  wheeled  into  column 
aud  marched  away  to  the  beat  of  the 
drums,  and  now  came  the  strange 
sequel  to  this  dismal  spectacle. 

As  soon  as  the  ground  was  cleared 
one  of  the  police  went  forward  and, 
seizing  the  verdugo  arrested  him  for 
murder,  hurrying  him  to  the  prison 
where  th eJuzgado  were  still  assembled. 
Placing  him  in  their  midst  he  accused 
him  of  having  killed  a man,  and  he 
denounced  him  as  a murderer.  The 
Judge  asked  him  what  he  had  to  say 
iu  answer  to  this  charge. 

“It  is  true,”  replied  the  verdugo , 
“that  I killed  the  prisoner,  but  I deny 
being  a murderer,  for,  although  I com- 
mitted the  act  charged — displaying  his 
arms  with  the  badge— I did  it  in  the 
cause  of  justice  and  in  pursuance  of  the 
law,  all  of  which  I was  compelled  to 
do  by  virtue  of  my  office.” 

“The  accused  is  innocent,  and  is  dis- 
charged,” answered  the  Court,  and 
thus  the  formula  of  Spanish  law  was 
satisfied.

How  Much  People  Write. 


AN  ARISTOCRATIC  COW-BOY. 


There  is  a well-known  9tory  of  a wo 
man  in  the  lake  district  whom  Col- 
eridge befriended  by  the  payment  of  a 
shilling  for  her  letter,  and  who,  when 
the  postman  was  out  of  sight,  explain- 
ed that  her  son  had  arranged  to 
write  to  her  in  blank  letters,  which 
she  should  refuse,  by  way  of  letting 
her  know  that  he  was  well,  and  at  the 
same  time  saving  the  postage.  Marks 
and  names  oil  newspapers,  which 
might  be  franked  without  the  owner’ 
consent,  were  also  employed  to  convey 
messages.  It  is  therefore  not  surpris- 
ing to  find  that,  in  the  year  before  the 
introduction  of  the  new  postage,  each 
person  on  the  average  wrote  only  three 
letters  in  the  course  of  the  year.  In 
the  following  year  the  average  was 
seven;  it  is  now  tliirty-six.  In  1839 
there  were  82,000,000  letters  posted,  of 
which  about  one  in  every  thirteen  was 
flanked.  In  1840  tile  circulation  rose 
to  169,000,000,  although  franking  was 
abolished.  At  the  present  time  it  has 
readied  the  astonishing  total  of  1,280,- 
000,000.  It  will  perhaps  be  gratifying 
to  the  pride  of  Englishmen  to  learn 
that,  notwithstanding  the  boasted  su- 
perior education  of  Scotland,  each 
meinberof  the  community  there  writes 
on  the  average  thirty-one  letters  iu  the 
year,  while  in  England  and  Wales 
tlie  number  is  forty-one;  iu  Ireland 
only  seventeen.  But  increased  letter 
correspondence  is  only  one  item  in  the 
growth  of  tlie  Postofflce.  Post-cards 
did  not  exist  in  1839;  they  are  a wholly 
new  invention  within  the  memory  of 
all  of  us.  Tliier  circulation  now  exceeds 
144,000,000.  In  addition,  £28,000,000  of 
books,  packets,  and  circulars,  and  140,- 
000,000  of  newspapers,  passed  through 
the  post  in  tlie  year,  making  a total  of, 
more  than  1,852,000,000  of  packets  of 
one  kind  and  another.  The  increase  in 
the  circulation  during  a siugle  year  is 
now  nearly  equal  to  the  total  number 
of  letters  carried  by  the  department  in 
1839.

Tlie  democratic  cow- 
boy repudiates  his  title  and  calls  him 
the  judge,"  which  fits  ids  Lordship 
no  better  than  it  does  many  of  tlie 
, udicial  persuasion. 

Tlie  noted  Earl  of  Alylesford  is  here. 
He  made  his  appearance  last  August 
in  charge  of  and  under  the  care  of  an 
agent  cf  Jay  Gould.  A pleasing  lo- 
cation at  the  head  of  a creek  twelve 
miles  nortli  of  this  village  seemed  to 
strike  his  fancy,  aud  he  bought  a large 
tract  of  tlie  Texas  & Pacific  land  grant, 
and  settled  down,  as  he  says,  to  stay. 
He  insists  that  tills  is  to  be  Ills  future 
and  permanent  home,  and  that  no  in- 
ducements could  coax  him  hack  to  the 
fogs  of  London. 

Why  did  he  come  here,  and  why 
does  he  stay?”  By  referring  to 
Burke's  Peerage  you  will  see  that  tlie 
seventh  Earl  of  Aylesford  is  Heneage 
Finch,  and  that  he  inherits  his  title 
from  a famous  jurist  of  that  name. 
He  was  borne  in  1849,  and  came  into 
his  estates,  whicli  are  among  the 
largest  and  most  profitable  in  Eng- 
land, about  tlie  time  he  reached  his 
majority.  In  1871  lie  married  Edith, 
the  daughter  of  Colonel  Peers  Wil- 
liams, M.  P.,  of  Temple  House,  Berks, 
and  has  two  children,  Gwendolen, 
bom  in  1872,  and  Alexandria  Monica, 
born  in  1875,  to  whom  the  Princess  of 
Wales  is  god-mother.  The  Earl  has 
three  brothers,  Clemeut  Charles  and 
Daniel— all  officers  in  her  Majesty’s 
service.  Ho  was  an  intimate  friend 
of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  accompanying 
his  Royal  Highness  on  his  Indian  ex- 
pedition, aud  being  liis  companion  in 
many  famous  frolics  that  her  Majes- 
ty’s subjects  are  willing  to  forgive  and 
forget.  At  oue  time  the  Earl  was 
said  to  be  the  greatest  spendthrift  in 
Europe,  and  when  the  Crown  Prince 
of  Russia  visited  England  lie  enter- 
tained him  ou  a scale  of  inordinate 
extravagance. 

After  being  divorced  from  his  wife 
the  Earl  was  banished  from  society 
and  limited  to  an  allowance  of  $50,000 
a year.  He  came  to  America,  and  af- 
ter spending  some  time  in  New  York 
sought  a place  in  wriiich  to  bury  him- 
self, and  finally  selected  Texas.  Mr. 
Gould  send  a land  agent  witli  him, 
and  when  a location  for  a rancli  was 
decided  upon  the  Earl  deposited  $30,- 
000  in  the  bank  at  Big  Springs  and 
commenced  tlie  erection  of  a house  up- 
on his  property.  It  is  a plain  luipaint- 
ed,  fraitn  affair,  one  story  and  attic, 
with  seven  rooms.  The  interior  is 
plastered  and  handsomely  decorated. 

In  looks  the  Earl  is  as  fine  a speci- 
men of  manhood  as  oue  often  encoun- 
ters. He  is  six  feet  two  iu  his  stock- 
ings, broad  and  robust  and  bearded 
like  a Turk.  He  wears  a gray  flannel 
shirt  and  cream  colored  corduroys 
which  are  very  becoming,  and  a seal  let 
tie  under  his  chiu  gives  a good  con- 
trast to  his  sunburned  face. 

He  had  not  been  here  long  when  his 
two  brothers — the  Hon  Clement  Finch 
and  the  Hon.  Daniel  Finch— arrived 
bringing  with  them  a retinue  of  five 
servants,  grooms,  cooks  and  valets, 
twelve  dogs,  a coach  aud  dog-cart,  and 
a goodly  quantity  of  commissary  sup- 
plies.

An  inspectress 
of  prisons  recently  made  the  round  of 
the  six  central  female  prisons,  nnd  se- 
lected the  fifty  inmates— all  of  them 
described  as  young  and  good  looking— 
who  are  now  going  abroad  to  make  a 
fresh  start  in  the  world.  Once  out 
they  will  be  housed  in  a religious  es- 
tablishment at  Noumea  managed  by  a 
community  of  Sisters,  where  bachelor 
convicts  of  tho  privileged  class  will  be 
permitted  to  visited  them,  and  as  often 
as  a marriage  is  arranged,  the  Colonial 
Government  will  provide  the  bride 
a trousseau  and  set  the  couple  up  in 
housekeeping  in  a small  way.  It  was 
Prince  Nnpolcou  who,  when  lie  was 
Minister  for  Algeria  and  the  Colonies, 
introduced  this  system  of  convict  mar- 
riages, which  has  given  excellent  re- 
sults so  far.

There  was  a good 
deal  of  guying  at  first,  but  his  Lord- 
ship  took  it  so  good  natu redly,  and  re- 
sponded so  promptly  and  aptly  in  kind, 
that  it  soon  ceased,  and  the  cow- 
punchers  now  regard  tlie  seventh  Earl 
of  Aylesford  as  one  of  them,  and  treat 
liim  accordingly.  As  I have  said, 
they  call  him  “the  judge”  and  his 
brother  “tlie  kid,”  aud  tlie  familiarity 
does  not  end  there.  Scarcely  a knife 
is  lifted  at  tlie  Earl’s  table  without 
the  companionship  of  some  cowboy 
from  a neighboring  ranch,  and  the 
boys  for  miles  around  know  that  a 
fresh  bottle  is  opened  whenever  a guest 
enters  the  house.

have  refrained  from  mentioning  this 
matter  but  tlie  manner  iu  which  tlie 
Reichstag  has  discussed  it  and  for  a 
change  of  interference  made  by  Herr 
Richter.  The  relations  of  Germany 
with  America  have  always  been  good. 
The  Government  has  constantly  tried 
to  cultivate  them  ever  since,  when 
Ministerial  relations  between  the  two 
countries  have  been  satisfactory.  After 
the  war  with  Austaia  in  1S66,  aud 
again  after  the  Franco-Prussian  war, 
America  gave  numerous  proofs  of  sym- 
pathy not  only  witli  tlie  prosperity  of 
tlie  Empire,  but  also  witli  the  person 
of  the  Chancellor.  Nothing  has  oc- 
curred to  disturb  these  good  relations. 
From  tlie  outset  I regarded  the  resolu- 
tions touching  Lasker  as  an  expression 
of  tho  good  feeling  of  tlie  American 
Congress  to  Germany —good  feeling 
which  has  been  promoted  and  culti- 
vated by  myself.  I would  have  pre- 
sented the  resolutions  to  the  Reichstag 
had  I not  been  prevented  by  their 
form.  They  were  not  confined  to  a 
general  expression  of  sympathy,  but 
expressed  the  conviction  that  Lasker’s 
labors  had  been  very  useful  to  Ger- 
many. Tills  clause  was  directed 
against  the  policy  which,  in  tlie  Em- 
peror’s name,  I have  been  pursuing, 
and  which  Lasker  has  opposed  for 
many  years.  Now,  tlie  question  arises 
whether  Lasker  was  right.  If  lie  was, 
then  tlie  Emperor’s  policy,  whicli  was 
my  policy,  was  wrong.  Lasker  be- 
longed to  the  Opposition  group,  which 
made  immense  capital  out  of  Lasker’s 
merits.” 

Bismarck  was  interrupted  at  this 
point  with  loud  cries  of  “Shame  !”  by 
the  Left.  He  turned  indignantly  to- 
ward the  quarter  from  which  tlie  cries 
came,  aud  advancing  toward  tlie  Left, 
he  shouted:  “Tlie  cry  of  shame  is  an 
insult  to  me  and  demands  for  me  the 
protection  of  the  President.  I hope  tlie 
anonymous  libelers  will  give  their 
names.  They  should  have  cried  shame 
on  those  who  carried  on  political  in- 
trigues at  Lasker’s  grave.  As  Chan- 
cellor’s approval,  and  I could  not  be 
expected  to  ask  liis  permission  to  pre- 
sent such  resolutions  to  tlie  Reichstag. 
Lasker  introduced  himself  in  America 
as  tlie  champion  of  German  freedom 
against  a Government  of  despotic  ten- 
dencies, impersonated  in  its  Chancel- 
lor. Am  I to  make  myself  my  enemy’s 
postman?  Even  ou  the  assumption 
that  tlie  Americans  are  not  intimately 
acquainted  with  our  circumstances, the 
American  Minister  at  Berlin,  or  some 
other  official  who  possesses  sufficient 
knowledge,  might  have  sent  a warn- 
ing against  conferring  ou  me  tlie  part 
of  a postman.  This  was  not  done. 
Therefore  I instructed  Eisendeeker.tlio 
German  Minister  at  Washington,  that 
I could  not  possibly  forward  tlie  reso- 
lutiotions.  The  resolutions,  moreover, 
did  not  emanate  from  Congress,  but 
only  from  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives. I never  intended  to  annoy 
America  or  disturb  our  relations.  I 
am  simply  unable  to  make  tlie  opinion 
of  Lasker  adopted  by  the  American 
House  of  Representatives  my  own. 
My  desire  is  that  the  good  relations 
which  have  subsisted  between  tho  two 
countries  for  a century  may  still  con- 
tinue. My  action  was  forced  upon  mo 
by  the  abuse  to  which  I was  subjected 
here  at  liome,  as  a consequence  of  the 
vote  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 
Prussia  withstood  all  temptations  from 
other  Powers  to  interfere  in  the  affairs 
of  America  and  to  recognize  the 
Southern  States.  Indeed,  Prussia 
might  claim  the  merit  of  having  pre- 
vented such  a recognition  by  tlie  be- 
nevolent attitude  which  she  main- 
tained.” 

Bismarck  contended  that  the  ex- 
change of  sentiments  between  Parlia- 
ments was  highly  inappropriate,  but 
be  added  that  Dr.  Helncl,  Progression-

A compound  has  been  dis- 
covered that  may  be  spread  upon  a 
page  without  in  the  slightest  way  in- 
juring the  paper,  and  which  refuses 
to  rest  upon  tile  ink.  It  can  be  easil  y 
removed  to  a stone,  and  there  becomes 
the  matrix  for  stereotype,  or  can  be 
used  for  printing  from  at  once.  Practi- 
cal printers  are  experimenting  to  see 
whether  they  cannot  save  the  cost  of 
resetting  old  editions,  and  if  cer- 
tain practical  difficulties  are  removed, 
there  will  be  a change  not  only  in  the 
production  of  facsimiles  of  old  books, 
but  in  the  reproduction  of  new  ones. 
It  will  be  no  longer  necessary  to  keep 
type  standing,  as  a proof  will  be  as 
good  as  a stereotype  plate. 


Incendiarism  at  Menlo. 


Once  again  has  the  town  of  Menlo 
Park  been  threatened  with  a desola- 
ting fire  through  the  fiendish  malice 
and  spite  of  an  unknown  incendiary. 
It  is  but  a short  time  since  a large 
building  was  burned  in  that  town  un 
der  very  suspicious  circumstances,  and 
on  Thursday  morning  last  at  2 o’clock, 
two  fires  were  discovered  burning 
against  the  building  owned  by  D. 
Barrett,  the  position  of  the  fires  leav- 
ing no  doubt  as  to  their  origin.  As 
matter  of  course  the  finger  of  suspi- 
cion was  immediately  pointed  at  the 
individual  who  was  so  recently  tried 
for  a similar  offense.  He  has  been  at 
liberty  but  a short  time,  and  if  he  is 
innocent  of  any  participation  in  this 
latest  crime,  then  indeed  the  fates  are 
against  him,  and  the  coincidence  is  a 
remarkable  one.  It  is  just  possible 
that  he  is  innocent,  not  only  of  this 
latest  attempt  at  incendiarism,  but  of 
the  burning  of  the  McBreeu  store  al- 
so. If  such  is  the  ease  then  indeed  a 
great  injustice  has  been  doue  him. 
Eleven  out  of  the  twelve  jurymen 
held  that  he  was  not  guilty  of  the 
first  crime;  but  the  verdict  was  render 
ed  more  on  the  insufficiency  of  proper 
evidence  of  guilt,  than  upon  the  opin- 
ions that  had  been  formed  in  the  jury- 
men’s own  minds. 

One  thing  is  certain,  however:  there 
is  within  the  village  of  Menlo  Park 
some  one  who  is  bent  upon  its  destruc- 
tion, aud  who  that  person  is  seems  to 
baffle  the  shrewdest  efforts  of  all  those 
who  have  interested  themselves  in 
the  ferreting  out  of  the  guilty  parties. 
For  the  welfare  and  safety  of  Menlo 
Park  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  fiend 
inhuman  shape,  whoever  he  is,  will 
be  speedily  dragged  forth,  and  that 
sufficient  evidence  will  be  procured 
to  place  him  within  the  walls  of  San 
Quentin  prison,  before  he  is  allowed  to 
accomplish  the  hellish  design  he  has 
so  long  had  in  contemplation. 


In  the  Krupp  Steel  Ordnance  Works, 
at  Essen,  a steam-hammer  is  in  course 
of  construction  which  will  dwarf  the 
fifty-ton  machine  called  “Unser  Fritz.” 
The  new  hammer  will  weigh  about 
one  hundred  and  fifty  tons,  and  will 
cost  over  $2,500,000.  The  old  one 
weighs  fifty  tons.  It  is  said  that  when 
the  Emperor  William  visited  the 
works  in  1877  this  ponderous  piece  of 
machinery  attracted  his  attention,  and 
lie  was  told  by  Mr.  Krupp  that  the 
machinist  handled  it  with  such  pre- 
cision that  an  object  placed  where  it 
seemed  as  though  it  must  be  ground  to 
powder  would  not  be  touched.  The 
Emperor  thereupon  laid  upon  his  dia- 
mond-studded watch  on  the  spot  indi- 
cated, and  bade  the  workman  set  the 
hammer  in  motion.  He  hesitated. 
"Fritz,  let  fly,”  said  Krupp  to  the 
workman.  The  ponderous  hammer 
came  down,  and  the  watch  was  un- 
touched. The  Emperor  gave  the 
watch  to  the  machinist,  and  the  owner 
of  the  works  added  a thousand  marks 
to  the  present. 


The  Price  of  Bread  in  England. 

A writer  on  the  subject  in  the  Liver- 
pool Mercury,  whose  “recollection 
roaches  nearly  forty  years  in  the  corn 
trade,”  says  that  he  has  rarely  seen 
wheat  so  cheap  for  three  weeks  togeth- 
er as  it  has  been  in  the  month  of  Feb- 
ruary. "Com petition,”  he  says,  "with 
Hungarian  mills  and  American  im- 
proved machinery,  has  driven  our  local 
millers  into  similar  improvements  in 
the  manufacture  of  flour.  Why,  then,” 
as  he  empasizes  the  supeiiority  and 
cheapness  of  California  wheat,  “should 
good  bread  be  so  very  dear?  And,  par- 
ticularly, as  there  is  such  an  over- 
abundance of  the  raw  material  on 
hand.  Bread  is  always  in  demand. 
There  is  never  a lack  of  it  in  the  mar- 
ket. There  can  at  any  time  be  a sur- 
plus of  it.  Yet,  comparatively  it  is 
the  dearest  of  all  food.”  So,  at  least, 
says  the  writer  to  whom  reference  is 
made.  The  storage  houses  of  England 
are  already  full  almost  to  overcrowd- 
ing with  our  own  and  the  products  of 
other  countries.  But  bread,  which  is 
a common  necessity,  is,  through  an  ex- 
tortionate understanding  among  deal- 
ers, an  indubitable  luxury.  All  that 
is  done  in  England  to  regulate  the 
bread  business  is  to  fix  the  weight  of 
the  loaves.  But  they  go  further  on  the 
Continent.  In  France  the  price  is 
prescribed.  Perhaps  England  will  have 
yet  to  resort  to  that  system.  But  ex- 
pedients of  that  kind  are  uot  popular 
there.  Reliance  is  placed  usually  on 
competition,  but  there  apparently  has 
been  iittle  of  that  in  the  manufacture 
of  bread  of  late. 


IN  MEM0RIAM. 


Begoluflous  Passed  bj  the  Members  of  the 
Bur  on  Ibe  lleatb  of  Andrew  Tengne 


The  following  brief  biographical 
sketch  of  the  late  Andrew  Teague,  fol- 
lowed by  resolutions  of  condolence  to 
his  bereaved  family,  were  prepared  by 
brother  members  of  the  bar  and  placed 
on  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  Superior 
Court : 

Andrew  Teague,  long  an  honored 
member  of  this  bar,  departed 
this  life  March  11,  1884,  aged  62  years. 

Mr.  Teague  was  a native  of  Boone 
county,  Missouri.  He  came  to  Cali- 
fornia at  an  early  day  and  settled  at 
Woodside,  iu  this  county,  in  1853.  For 
several  years  lie  engaged  in  the  manu- 
facture of  lumber,  then  the  leading  in- 
dustry of  this  section.  Iu  1855  and  ’56 
he  was  a member  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  San  Francisco  county  of 
which  our  county  then  .formed  a part. 
It  is  but  a just  tribute  to  say,  that 
through  that  profligate  period,  when 
corruption  in  political  life  was  almost 
the  rule  and  official  integrity  the  ex- 
ception, no  taint  of  dishonor  rested  on 
his  name. 

Shortly  after  the  organization  of  San 
Mateo  county  he  was  elected  to  the 
office  of  Justice  of  the^Peace,  and 
served  as  associate  Justice  of  the  Court 
of  Sessions.  In  1862  he  was  admitted 
to  tlie  bar  in  the  Twelfth  District 
Court,  and  later  was  admitted  in  the 
Supreme  Court  of  this  State.  From 
the  date  of  his  admission  he  has 
practiced  in  this  and  adjoining  coun- 
ties and  in  the  Supreme  Court  with 
an  energy  and  degree  of  success  that 
has  commended  him  to  the  people,  the 
bar  aud  the  judiciary.  In  1869  he  was 
elected  District  Attorney,  served  a 
term  and  also  served  as  Deputy  Dis- 
trict Attorney  during  the  incumbency 
of  R.  G.  Rowley,  both  with  credit  to 
himself  and  satisfactorily  to  the  people. 

Since  the  incorporation  of  Redwood 
City  he  has  been  most  of  the  time  con- 
nected with  tlie  municipal  government, 
serving  two  terms  as  chairman  of  its 
Board  of  Trustees;  was  the  author  of  its 
present  charter,  and  is  universally 
recognized  as  a careful,  prudent  and 
zealous  officer,  keeping  ever  an  eye 
single  to  the  public  welfare. 

As  a citizen  lie  was  true  and  devoted 
in  his  allegiance  and  distinguished  by 
a depth  aud  quality  of  loyalty  to  tlie 
government  and  its  rulers  which  never 
wavered  in  even  the  darkest  hour  of 
the  nation's  struggle.  In  social  life  he 
was  modest,  unassuming  and  of  inva- 
riable urbanity  and  kindness  which  en- 
deared him  to  all.  His  love  of  home 
and  family  was  marked,  and  be  fur- 
nished to  his  neighbors  the  model  of  an 
affectionate  husband  and  father,  whose 
measure  of  happiness  was  found  in  tlie 
family  circle. 

As  a tribute  to  the  memory  of  the 
deceased  your  committee  adopt  and 
present  for  the  approval  of  this  Court 
the  following : 

Resolved,  That  we  express  to  the 
friends  of  Mr.  Teague,  and  especially 
to  his  bereaved  family,  the  sense  of 
regret  which  this  Court  and  bar,  our 
citizens  and  the  community  experi- 
ences with  them  iu  this  bereavement, 
aud  bear  testimony  hereby  to  his 
abilities  as  a member  of  an  honored 
profession  ; bis  uniform  kindness  and 
the  many  qualities  of  heart  and  mind 
which  marked  him  :l.  a lawyer  and 
friend. 

Resolved,  That  our  Superior  Court 
be  requested  to  make  proper  entry  of 
this  memorial  upon  its  record,  and 
direct  the  clerk  to  present  a copy  here- 
of, under  the  seal  of  the  Court,  to  tlie 
widow  of  deceased.

Com- 
menting on  this,  Mr.  Labouchere 
sayB:  "Seeing  that  the  Guards  did 
not  ‘storm  the  intrenched  position,’ 
that  we  did  not  ‘suffer  severely,’  and 
that  the  Duke  of  Connaught  did  not 
lead  his  brigade  to  tli9  attack,  one 
wonders  where  Sir  Garnot  could  have 
acquired  this  information.  He  cer- 
tainly could  not  have  witnessed  the 
battle.  Her  Majesty  dwells  with  all  a 
mother’s  love  over  the  anxious  mo- 
ments that  she  passed  when  she  heard 
that  her  son  was  about  to  encounter 
the  Egyptian  army.

BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS. 

The  Sub  Mateo  Road  to  the  Bit  Dlaemaaed 
--Ucyorl  of  Viewer*. 


The  Board  of  Supervisors  met  yes- 
terday, a full  Board  being  present. 
Supervisor  Lawrence  stated  that  the 
object  of  the  meeting  was  to  hear  the 
report  of  tlie  viewers  who  had  been 
appointed  to  view  the  proposed  road- 
way from  San  Mateo  to  the  Bay,  and 
also  to  listen  to  tlie  protests  of  non- 
consenting  land  owners. 

J.  C.  Maynard  was  called  as  a wit- 
ness, and  stated  that  in  his  judgment 
the  road  was  greatly  needed,  more 
especially  since  the  county  had  pur- 
chased the  toll-road  to  the  coast,  as  the 
thoroughfare  to  the  bay  would  afford  n 
cheap  transit  for  the  coast  produce, 
besides  being  seven  miles  nearer  by 
water  than  by  land.  He  gave  It 
his  opinion  that  If  tlie  road  was  built 
there  would  ultimately  be  a ferry  con- 
nection with  SanFrftncisco,  citing  San 
Rafael,  Oakland  and  Alameda  as  hav- 
ing become  prosperous  through  their 
ferry  connection  with  San  Fran- 
cisco. He  considered  that  the 
road  would  be  a benefit  to 
the  entire  community  — perhaps 
indirectly  at  first,  but  ultimately  one 
thing  would  lead  to  another  and  all 
would  be  beuefited. 

Supervisor  Green  contended  that  it 
would  not  benefit  his  Township  in  the 
least  and  upon  this  a heated  argument 
sprang  up,  lasting  until  the  Chair- 
man called  the  meeting  to  order. 
Supervisor  Lawrence  then  asked  the 
clerk  to  read  Ordinance  No.  6,  which 
appears  in  another  column  of  this  is- 
sue. The  ordinance  was  adoped  by  a 
vote  of  four  to  one,  Supervisor  Green 
voting  no. 

A bid  was  received  from  Hanson  & 
Co.  for  lumber  to  be  used  iu  building  a 
barn  at  the  Poor  Farm.  The  bid  wa3 
referred  to  tlie  Hospital  Committee, 

It  was  stated  that  the  Tax  Collector 
had  received  $2,800  under  protest  from 
Atherton  estate  as  payment  of

taxes,  and  that  he  had  been  advised 
not  to  turn  it  over  to  tho  County.  The 
District  Attorney  stated  that  at  the 
next  meeting  of  tlie  Board  the  mat- 
ter would  bo  amicably  adjusted,  and  it 
was  laid  over  until  that  time. 

Supervisor  Green  moved  that  $1,000 
be  transferred  from  the  General  Fund 
to  the  Fourth  District  Road  Fund,  as 
tlie  roads  in  that  Township  were  in  a 
poor  condition  and  the  money  was 
greatly  needed.  The  motion  was  car- 
ried. 

Tlie  Board  then  adjourned  until  the 
next  regular  meeting  in  April.

Searcely  six  mouths  have  elapsed 
since  the  corner  store  in  Menlo  Park, 
owned  by  P.  J.  Maloney,  was  destioyed 
by  fire,  and  the  suspicion  became  so 
strong  that  it  was  the  work  of  an  in- 
cendiary that  Charley  George  was  ar- 
rested for  the  crime.  At  his  trial  which 
occurred  during  last  winter,  tho  evi- 
dence proved  insufficient  to  convict, 
the  jury  failing  to  agree,  there  being 
eleven  for  acquittal  and  one  for  convic- 
tion. He  has  since  been  released  on 
his  own  recognizance,  ami  lias 
returned  to  Menlo  Park.  Thursday 
morning  last  at  2 o’clock,  tlie  inmates 
of  tlie  China  storo  in  Menlo,  which  is 
located  nearly  opposite  to  where  the 
building  was  burned,  were  amused  from 
sleep  by  the  smell  of  smoke.  The 
owner  of  the  store  rushed  out  aud  dis- 
covered two  fires  burning  directly 
against  the  building.  He  gave  the 
alarm  when  D.  Barrett,  who  lives  next 
door  made  his  appearance  aud  the 
combined  efforts  of  tlie  two  wore  suc- 
cessful in  extinguishing  the  blaze.  The 
fire  at  tlie  end  of  the  building  had  been 
started  from  a large  heap  of  shavings 
saturated  with  coal  oil,  and  two  small 
cans  of  that  combustible  fluid  was  also 
burning  with  tho  shavings.  At  an- 
other corner  of  tho  house  a similar  fire 
had  been  started.  Near  the  scene  of 
the  largest  blaze  au  old  fashioned 
Colt's  six-shooter  was  found,  with  sev- 
eral of  the  chain  beres  loaded,  showing 
that  whoever  had  been  guilty  of  tlie 
incendiary  act,  intended  to  make  a 
desperate  fight  in  case  of  detection. 
Tile  capture  of  tlie  pistol  may  lead  to 
the  arrest  of  tlie  proper  person, as  there 
are  several  parties  in  Menlo  who  claim 
to  bo  able  to  recognize  the  weapon  as 
one  formerly  owned  by  George,  and 
also  state  that  it  was  tattled  oil' for  his 
benefit,  and  that  tile  winner  made 
George  a present  of  it.  This  of  course 
is  only  rumor,  and  we  give  it  for  what 
it  is  worth.  This  samo  building  was 
set  on  fire  some  four  or  five  year  ago. 


DEATH  OF  J.  J.  HILL. 


The  regular  meeting  of  the  Town

Reports  of  the  Treasurer,  Marshal 
and  Water  Works  Supereutendent  re- 
ceived and  placed  on  file. 

Tlie  regular  monthly  bills  wero  re- 
ceived and  referred  to  the  Finance 
Committee  aud  ordered  paid. 

Tho  committee  on  Flood  Gates  re- 
ported progress  and  stated  that  they  had 
been  promised  about  $400  subscription; 
further  time  was  given  the  committee 
in  order  to  perfect  plans. 

Marshal  Christ  reported  annual  col- 
lections of  the  municipal  tax  lo  be 
$2,094.04,  from  which  sum  $125.68  was 
deducted  by  tlie  Marshal  for  com- 
missions, but  the  sum  lias  since 
been  paid  into  tha  Treasury 
under  protest,  not  subject  to 
the  demand  of  either  the  Town 
or  tlie  Marshal  until  such  time  as  a 
decision  is  reudered  iu  the  Supreme 
Court  in  tlie  case  of  the  town  of  Red- 
wood City  vb.  II.  Gnmmeustein, which 
is  to  decide  tlie  question  of  the  right  of 
the  Town  Marshal  to  commissions  in 
collecting  municipal  taxes. 

Mrs.  Florence  Hayes  stated  that  the 
line  of  sidewalk  on  A street  was  ob- 
structed and  desired  to  have  the  walk 
cleared.

Joseph  J.  Hill  died  suddenly  at  his 
residence  in  San  Mateo  yesterday  at 
2:30  o’clock  P.  m.  At  about  9 o'clock 
in  tlie  forenoon  he  was  stricken  witli 
an  apoplectic  fit,  from  which  he  did 
not  rally, remaining  in  a comatose  state 
until  the  hour  of  his  deatli.  Mr.  Hill 
was  born  in  Ireland  in  the  year  1829, 
and  at  tlie  age  of  14  emigrated  to  the 
United  States,  aud  located  in  New 
York  City,  where  lie  learned  tlie  paiut- 
er*»  trade.  After  leaving  New  York 
he  traveled  to  New  Orleans  where  lie 
remained  until  tlie  breaking  out  of  tlie 
mining  excitement  in  California  in 
1849.  He  shipped  on  board  a bark  for 
San  Francisco  but  was  twice  ship- 
wrecked on  the  route,  not  arriving  in 
San  Francisco  until  1851.  He  engaged 
in  business  in  that  city  until  1853, 
when  he  removed  to  Sau  Mateo  county, 
locating  on  a portion  of  tho  Greer 
ranch  in  the  Ctuiynda,  where  been 
gaged  in  farming  and  stock  raising. 
After  a few  years  lie  removed  to  School 
House  Station,  now  Colma,  where  lie 
started  a general  merchandizing  busi- 
ness which  liecontiuueduntill874,when 
he  wan  appointed  Assessor  to  fill  tlie  un- 
expired term  of  H.  Bullen,  resigned. 
In  1876  he  was  elected  Assessor,  which 
office  he  held  for  four  years.  Since 
that  time  until  quite  recently  be  has 
been  employed  in  tlie  San  Francisco 
Mint.  Mr.  Hill  was  stricken  in  a 
similar  manner  a few  months  ago  and 
has  not  beeu  entirely  well  since.  He 
had  but  recently  received  the  appoint- 
ment of  Deputy  Assessor  for  tlie  First 
aud  Second  Townships  of  this  county. 

A more  popular  man  probably  never 
lived  in  San  Mateo  couuty  than  Air. 
Hill.  He  was  a general  favorite  with

A PATRIOTIC  DOG- 


Th«  Animal  <*r  the  Eleventh  Pennayl- 
Tania  Regiment. 


The  strong  attachment  of  the  faithful 
dog  for  its  master  lias  always  seemed 
to  me  to  in  voire  one  of  nature’s  secrets 
difficult  to  explain  or  understand.  Of 
the  many  cases  that  have  come  under 
my  notice,  the  most  curious  and  re- 
markable is  that  of  a dog  which  for 
four  long  years  In  the  war  of  the  Union 
followed  the  fortunes  of  the  Eleventh 
Pennsylvania  Regiment.  It  was 
brought  into  the  camp  of  the  Eleventh 
while  the  regiment  was  near  Chester, 
Penn.,  in  May,  1861.  It  was  a chubby 
little  pup  then,  playful  and  pretty, 
and  immediately  became  a great  pet 
with  the  men.  They  gave  it  the  not 
particularly  euphonious  name  of  Sally, 
but  its  cognomen  had  one  merit,  at 
least— it  correctly  indicated  its  gender 
—and  dog  names  do  not  always  do  even 
that.  Sally  at  once  joined  heartily  in 
all  the  frolics  of  the  soldiers,  and  her 
temporal  well-being  was  the  constant 
care  of  a thousand  men,  as  brave  and 
true  as  any  who  ever  went  forth  to  bat- 
tle at  their  country’s  call. 

In  the  early  period  of  the  war  visi- 
tors to  our  camp  were  plenty,  but  Sully 
was  always  very  discourteous  to  out- 
siders, appearing  to  have  a “ holy  hor- 
ror” for  civilians,  whether  ladies,  gen- 
tlemen, or  strange  darkies  and  when 
such  entered  the  camp  she  would  im- 
mediately seek  the  protection  of  the 
“ boys  in  blue.”  Many  a time  at  dress 
parade  did  I go  over  to  th£cainpof  the 
Eleventh  to  see  the  important  part 
that  Sally  always  took  in  that  impos- 
ing pageant.  Then,  with  the  long  line 
at  “parading  rest,”  the  drum  corps 
slowly  marching  down  the  front,  the 
Colonel  with  folded  arms  calmly  look- 
ing into  the  faces  of  the  men, and  Sally 
lying  still  at  the  feet  of  the  color-bear- 
er, as  if  she  loved  to  be  in  the  shadow 
of  the  flag,  the  scene  was  an  impres- 
sive one.  She  seemed  to  understand 
for  what  purpose  we  were  gathered 
there  in  that  strange  fashion,  and  men 
who  were  not  at  all  superstitious  as- 
serted it  as  their  belief  that  the  poor 
brute  was  in  full  sympathy  with  us 
in  our  loyal  feeling. 

August  9,  1862,  came,  and  with  it 
the  battle  of  Cedar  Mountain.  This 
was  Sally’s  first  battle,  and  the  men 
of  the  Eleventh  fully  expected  she 
would  go  to  the  rear  with  the  drum- 
mers. But  no  she  had  lain  too  many 
times  at  the  feet  of  the  color-bearer, 
and  became  too  familiar  with  the 
symbol  of  the  nation’s  power  to  thus 
desert  it  in  its  hour  of  peril,  and  so  she 
kept  close  to  the  regiment,  though  the 
air  was  full  of  missiles  and  the  ground 
almost  trembled  beneath  her  feet.  At 
Rappahannock  Station,  Thoroughfare 
Gap,  Second  Bull  Run,  Chantilly, 
South  Mountain  and  Antietam  she  de- 
monstrated the  fact  that  dogs  can  be 
brave  and  true.  In  this  lutter  bloody 
battle  she  was  wounded,  but  she  imi- 
tated many  of  her  betters  by  remain- 
ing on  the  field  until  the  fight  was 
over.  It  was  soon  enough  then  to  have 
her  wound  attended  to,  and  her  sym- 
pathy for  her  brave  protectors,  who 
were  lying  about  torn  and  bleeding, 
was  manifested  in  many  ways  pecu- 
liar to  the  canine.  Men  related  after- 
ward how  Sally  “ came  and  licked 
their  wounds,”  thus  emulating  the  ex- 
ample of  certain  other  members  of  her 
tribe  famous  in  scripture. 

At  Fredericksburg  Sally's  record 
was  bad.  She  was  probably  wiser 
than  some  of  the  generals,  foresaw 
that  the  whole  thing  was  to  be  an 
ignominious  failure,  and  became 
demoralized.  Certain  it  is  that  she 
ran  away  in  the  face  of  the  enemy. 
But  no  one  in  the  brigade  ever  blamed 
her  for  it.  Indeed,  it  is  an  open  ques- 
tion whether  it  would  not  have  been 
better  for  the  Union  cause  if  the  whole 
army  had  followed  her  example. 

At  Gettysburg  Sally  atoned  for  her 
disgraceful  behavior  at  Fredricksburg. 
We  fought  with  the  Fifth  Corps  on 
July  1st,  south  of  the  town.  We  were 
forced  to  fall  back  in  the 
face  of  superior  numbers,  and 
in  consequence  of  Howard’s  troops 
not  being  able  to  keep  the  enemy 
away  from  our  right  flank  and 
rear ; but  Saliy  refused  to  retreat. 
She  held  her  ground,  and  was  not 
seen  again  until  July  4th,  when,  it  is 
supposed  her  patriotic  instincts  led 
her  into  “God’s  country”  in  order 
that  she  might  celebrate  the  glorious 
Fourth.  And,  by  the  way,  wasn’t 
that  Fourth  of  July,  1863,  a glorious 
Fourth,  indeed  ! Gettysburg  and 
Vicksburg  in  one  day,  and  before  re- 
joicing had  ceased,  Port  Hudson  ! But 
the  manner  of  Sally’s  return  from  the 
battle  field  of  the  first  day  at  Gettys- 
burg is  worth  nothing,  and  it  reflects 
credit  upon  a brave  officer  of  the 
Twelfth  Massachusetts  then  a Captain, 
later  a Lieutenant-Colonel.  Sally 
came  through  the  rebel  army  and  was 
seen  between  the  picket  lines.  The 
captain,  though  exposed  to  great  dan- 
ger in  doing  so,  went  out  and  escort- 
ed her  in,  and  was  rewarded  with  the 
cheers  of  the  whole  brigade.  Sally’s 
unpleasant  experience  while  with  the 
enemy  taught  her  a useful  lesson,  and 
she  ever  after  clung  close  to  the 
Eleventh. 

There  is  an  old  and  probably  true 
saying  that  “ every  dog  has  his  day,” 
and  Sally’s  day  came  on  the  6th  day 
February,  1865.  In  the  battle  of 
Hatcher’s  Run  the  faithful  creature, 
after  being  the  constant  companion  of 
the  men  of  the  Eleventh  for  nearly 
four  years,  sharing  with  them 
all  their  hardships  and  sufferings, 
going  with  them  the  into  their 
great  and  bloody  battles,  was  killed 
by  a bullet  from  the  enemy. 
And  the  brave  boys  dug  her  a little 
grave  and  buried  her  where  she  fell 
under  the  enemies’  fire.  The  night  be- 
fore her  death  she  howled  a good  deal 
as  if  she  had  a premonition  of  what 
was  coming.  She  slept  or  rather  lay, 
among  the  soidiers  of  Company  D,  of 
the  Eleventh  and  her  most  immediate 
neighbors  were  a sargeant  and  three 
men.  In  the  same  fight  in  which  she 
met  her  death  the  sergeant  and  one  of 
the  men  were  killed  and  the  other  two 
severely  wounded,  and  thus  another 
proof  is  given  to  support  the  oft-repeat- 
ed saying  that  there  is  somehow  and 
somwhere  a strange  channel  leading 
up  through  the  animal  kingdom  to 
man,  through  which  shadows  of  com- 
ing events  are  cast  before.
